Grauman’s Chinese Theatre 
was very important to 
Marilyn” and her star should 
be moved there. Right now, her 
handprints and footprints are in 
cement outside the landmark. 

And a British fan writes, “Marilyn 
deserves he best. I’ve just returned 
from L.A. and was unable to even

C ANDID crime scene photos prove Robert Durst is a 
black-hearted monster and experts say the awful images 
should bolster the case against the billionaire when 
he stands trial in California for the 2000 murder of a 
galpal. 

Durst was finally arrested for the execution-style 
killing of Susan Berman after chilling revelations emerged during 
the taping of an explosive HBO documentary series, The Jinx: The 
Life and Deaths of Robert Durst. 

Shocking police photos obtained by GLOBE 
reveal how a neighbor killed by Durst met a 
gruesome end. The pictures document the bagged 
severed limbs of Durst’s 71 -year-old neighbor, 

Morris Black, who he shot dead in Galveston, 

Texas, in September 2001. Cops believe the fiend 
killed Black to steal his identity. Durst has main- 
tained it was self-defense. 

The gruesome evidence from the slaying also 
includes a gun, a bullet hole in the wall of Durst’s 
low-rent apartment and Black’s torso, which was 
found floating in Galveston Bay. Durst used a saw to cut up his 
victim’s body in a desperate attempt to hide the killing. 

‘Remorseless’ 

Pennsylvania detective Kenneth L. Mains, a national expert on 
cold cases, tells GLOBE, “These grisly crime scene photos are a re- 
minder of how Robert Durst is a remorseless killer, period. They 
show he’s a monster capable of anything.” 

Incredibly, though Durst admitted he killed Black and confessed 
to dismembering his body, jurors cleared him of murder, buying his 
claim of self-defense. 

He escaped ALL punishment because prosecutors didn’t charge 
him with a lesser charge, such as manslaughter or even abusing a 
corpse. 

And it looked like he was one step ahead of the law until FBI 
agents busted him in the lobby of a New Orleans hotel on suspi- 
cion of Berman’s cold-case murder. The arrest came on the eve 
of the final episode of filmmaker Andrew Jarecki’s six-part TV 
documentary. 

The series caught the creepy 71 -year-old going into a bathroom, 
still wearing a wireless microphone and apparently unaware the

device was picking up his every word. Chill- 
ing audio captured him rambling to himself, 
“There it is. You’re caught. What the hell 
did I do? Killed them all, of course.” 

Writer Berman was shot once in the back 
of the head shortly before she was due to 
speak with detectives about the 1982 dis- 
appearance of Burst’s first wife, Kathie. 
Burst’s wife vanished from their South 
Salem, N.Y., vacation home. He’s suspected 
of killing her, too. 

At the beginning of the Berman investiga- 
tion, the murderer sent cops a letter saying 
they’d find a “cadaver” at her home in “Bev- 
erley Hills.” The note was written in block 
letters and “Beverly” was misspelled. 

The documentary’s producers obtained 
a letter Burst sent to Berman a year be- 
fore her death that also misspelled Beverly 
in the same way and had similar block 
lettering. They confronted Burst with the 
damning document on camera before his 
apparent confession. 

But as GLOBE revealed in the March 9 
issue, it wasn’t the first time in the series 
that Burst had incriminated himself. 

Asked about the disappearance of his 
wife, he commented, “I am complicit in 
(Kathie) not being here.” 

He also admitted he’d 
lied about having a drink 
with a neighbor before 
putting Kathie on a train 
so she could return to Man- 
hattan where they had an 
apartment. He confessed 
he also lied about talking 
to Kathie by phone in the 
hours immediately after 
she left South Salem. 


His remarks during 25 hours of interviews 
taped for the series prompted investigators 
to reveal they were watching the show “very 
carefully.” 

LAPB sources say information from the 
series was a major factor behind Burst’s 
New Orleans arrest. 

Insiders believe Burst, the eldest son 
of the late New York real estate mogul 
Seymour Burst, was preparing to flee to 
Cuba at the time he was collared. 


Burst was armed and carrying $42,000 
in cash, a fake passport and other false 
documents when he was arrested. Plus, 
he had a life-like latex mask to disguise 
his face. But instead of going to Cuba, he’s 
now is heading for a possible date with the 
executioner. 

Jeanine Pirro, a former B.A. from 
Westchester, N.Y. who had reopened the 
Kathie Burst case in 2000, believes cops 
have enough evidence against him to nail 
him for Berman’s murder. 

“I think that they clearly have enough 
now. California definitely does,” she said. 
“My instincts tell me that everybody real- 
izes there appears to be sufficient evidence 
to go before a grand jury in California, and 
Robert Burst knows it.” 

Burst family members, worth an estimated 
$4 billion combined, had been granted 13 
orders of protection against him. 

His younger brother Bouglas Burst has 
labeled his sibling “a true psychopath.” 

He declared, “We hope he will finally be 
held accountable for all he has done.” 

Experts say Burst’s dream team of law- 
yers will be desperate to keep the photo 
evidence - as well as clues gathered in the 
murder of his wife - out of his California 
trial, but won’t succeed. 

Betective Mains, founder and president of 
the American Investigative Society of Cold 
Cases (AISOCC), a group of ace forensic and 
scientific specialists, tells GLOBE, “Bobby 
Burst’s good luck streak is over. 

“The jury will show no mercy for this 
creep who had all the money in the world 
but a heart of stone.”

English with a Japanese ac- 
cent. Caroline’s in an incredibly 
dangerous situation, but she 
refuses to cower in terror or 
flee Japan, the source says. Her 
stubborn bravery is a nightmare 
for her relatives, says a family 
insider. 

“It’s brought back all the hor- 
ror of her father and uncle Bobby 
being rubbed out by assassins’ 
bullets - and they’re petrified 
she’ll be next,” says the insider. 


A TERRIFYING plot by 
blood-thirsty Japanese 
gangsters to assassinate 
Caroline Kennedy as 
revenge against the U.S. 
government has thrown her 
famous family into turmoil. 

Now friends and relatives 
are wondering if America’s 
ambassador to the island nation 
- the last surviving child of 
President John F. Kennedy and 
his wife Jackie - will be the next 
victim of the death curse that has 
claimed generations of the power- 
ful political clan. 

After the courageous 57-year- 
old diplomat received a series 
of death threats, Tokyo police 
quietly revealed “Caroline is 
being targeted by yakuza, mem- 
bers of the country’s ruthless 
Mafia,” says a source. “The 
gangs make up the world’s 
largest criminal organization 
with over 45,000 members. And 
they’re into everything from the 
trafficking of humans, weapons 
and drugs and prostitution to 
murder.” 

And they’re absolutely ruthless. 
According to a Tokyo police 
source, one of the crime “fami- 
lies,” the Inagawa-kai, is out for 
blood after the U.S. Department 
of Treasury designated their boss, 
Kazuya Uchibori, an enemy of the 
American government. 

And the Treasury imposed 
sanctions on another two of 
the underworld organization’s 
top leaders that led to financial 
embarrassment for the gangster.

“Her cousin, Joe Kennedy, has 
been begging her to come home 
where she can be protected. 

“The family has long feared 
Caroline, being the most famous 
living Kennedy, would become a 
target. 

“And Caroline well remembers 
her mother’s warning that there 
will always be people out to kill 
Kennedys. 

“Jackie told Caroline on her 
deathbed to always be vigilant 
and take threats seriously.” 

As a result, sources say 
Caroline is taking every precau- 
tion possible. But she is well 
aware her father and uncle were 
gunned down while surrounded 
by professional bodyguards. JFK 


was murdered in 1963 during a 
presidential motorcade in Dallas. 
His brother, Robert, was slain 
five years later in California dur- 
ing the Democratic presidential 
primary. 

“The family is terrified 
Caroline will become the next 
victim of the Kennedy Curse,” 
the insider says. 

And now she 
finds herself in 
the crosshairs. 

“Just in the last 
two weeks, she 
was informed by 
security about 
two distinct 
plots to get to 
her,” the fam- 


ily friend tells GLOBE. “She’s 
dealt with threats in the past, 
but with all the savagery go- 
ing on around the world, she’s 
taking it more seriously than 
ever. Her security detail is being 
doubled.” 

Caroline’s life is marked by 
tragedy. Her mother Jacqueline 
died from cancer in 1994, and 
she lost her brother John Jr. 
in a fatal plane crash in 1999. 
Favorite uncle Teddy Kennedy 
died from brain cancer in 2009. 

And while she’s close with 
several Kennedy family mem- 
bers, including her aunt Ethel, 
widow of Robert Kennedy, the 
friend tells GLOBE, “Caroline 
often feels quite alone in the 
world. 

“She carries a mantle for a 


family that in many circles is still 
so revered, but at the same time, 
she carries the curse of her name 
and her legacy. She fears she’s a 
target for crackpots and twisted 
political dissidents.” 

As a result, Caroline’s move 
into the political arena has been 
slow and cautious. 

She accepted the ambassador 
post in Japan in 2013. She has 
been very active travelling around 
the Asian country. 

“Caroline has tried to live her 
life, not out of fear, but of con- 
viction,” the source says. “But 
having murderous gangsters 
gunning for you has to make 
your blood run cold.”

The girl was discovered by her 
27-year-old mother. A 25-year-old 
man believed to be the dad, who was 
staying in the same room, confirmed 
the tragic events to lawmen. 


An autopsy ruled out neglect 
and physical or sexual abuse, but 
the cause of death has not been 
determined, officials say. 

The dead baby scandal is far 
from the first for 76-year-old 
Povich's controversial syndicated 
talk show. In 2006, the weekday 
series was slapped with a $100 
million sexual harassment lawsuit 
by then-28-year-old staffer Bianca 
Nardi. 

In the suit, Nardi described 
"a Peyton Place lifestyle and 
a poisoned atmosphere" fed 
by "a long intimate and sexual 
relationship" between Povich - wed 
to Connie Chung for 29 years - and 
producer Donna Ingber, then 47.

TINNITUS can’t be cured, but there 
are proven treatments to stop the 
maddening constant ringing in the 
ears! 

According to the American 
Tinnitus Association, 50 million 
Americans suffer from the condition, 
called “head noise” by some. 

“It can be extremely debilitat- 
ing,” says Dr. Howard Moskowitz, 
a leading otorhinolaryngologist 
and neurologist at New York’s 
Montefiore Medical Center.

and ear noises that are audible 
to others and comprise only five 
percent of cases. “You should seek 
medical help when the condition 
starts to interfere with your life or 
comes on suddenly,” Moskowitz 
says. “In most cases, the physician 
will also conduct an audiogram to 
test your hearing level and perhaps 
laboratory tests and imaging studies 
such as MRI’s or CT scans.” 

Although technically there’s no 
cure for the disorder, there are 
treatments - sometimes a change 
of diet or medication will alleviate 
the symptoms. 

For example, certain antibiotics, 
cancer medications, diuretics and 
antidepressants are linked to tin- 
nitus. Sometimes ear wax blockage 


can cause ringing in the ears. 

Tinnitus may improve with life- 
style modifications such as better 
sleep patterns and stress reduction 
techniques. 

Treatment options include 
“masking” devices, like a white 
noise machine that plays falling 
rain, ocean waves or other soothing 
sounds to help you sleep at night. 
If the tinnitus stems from hearing 
loss, hearing aids can be helpful. 

“Sometimes we need to treat the 
problem with behavior therapy or 
medication,” says Moskowitz. “If 
the condition is causing anxiety or 
depression, group therapy or coun- 
seling can help.”

T roubled Liza Minnelli 
is taking yet another stab 
at rehab - and if it doesn’t 
work out this time, friends 
fear she’ll end up dying 
like her drug-addicted 
mother, Judy Garland. 

“Those of us in Liza’s inner 
circle have renewed fears she’ll 
end up overdosing like her mom,” 
confides a close friend of the 
69-year-old Cabaret star. “Her life 
has been a mess with drugs and 
alcohol on and off since her Studio 
54 days in the ’70s. 

“Her pattern is just like Judy’s. 
The sad thing is, despite many 
desperate efforts, she just can’t 
seem to break it. You’d think 
seeing her mother dead so young 
would have served as a severe 
warning. But Liza’s been traveling 
down that same path for decades 
- and she can’t seem to escape it.” 

This will be Liza’s fifth time 
in rehab. She first entered 


California’s Betty Ford 
Center in 1984, went 
to a Hazelden facility 
the following year, 
did an outpatient gig 
at New York’s Smither’s 
Alcoholism Center in 
1999 and checked into 
Pennsylvania’s Caron

Center in 2001.

footsteps of her mom. The 
Wizard of Oz legend suffered 
nervous breakdowns, suicide 
attempts, booze and pill 
addictions and five troubled 
marriages. Her life ended with 
a fatal overdose at age 47. 

“It’s unbelievable Liza’s 
made it this long,” says the 
friend. “But we fear she won’t 
see 70. 

“She’s been out of control 
for much of her life. She’ll stop 
abusing for a short while then 
falls right back into that same 
dangerous lifestyle. 

“When she’s sober, you can 
reason with her. When she’s 
not, no one can talk to her. 
Getting her into rehab this time 
wasn’t easy. It basically came 
down to telling her that if she 
didn’t go, she’d be found dead 
just like her mom. 

“She reluctantly gave in, 
but even she knows this is her 
last shot. Her career has fallen 
apart, just like her marriages. 
Much of it is due to drugs, 
alcohol and the bad choices 
she’s made while under the 
influence. 

“She can’t go on like this 
anymore. Her body has been 
breaking down for years. 
There’s a limit to just how 
much it can take - and we 
believe she’s reached it. 

“If she doesn’t beat her 
addictions this time around, we 
fear it’s all over for her.”
